Dear Friends: 


Thank you for your consis- 
tent efforts to impel the U. S. 
Att General to release me 
from Ellis Island on bail. ~ 

While I have been held here 
for 10 months, in deportation 
proceedings arising out of my 
membership in the Communist 
Party, I do not consider myself 
now, or ever, culpable of any 
wrong doing, either to my fel- 
low men and women or the in- 
stitutions of my adopted home- 
land. 

I have lived a normal, fruit- 
ful life and organizing the. un- 
organized has ‘been my life's 
work. However, because of the 
abominable McCarran Law and 
recent decigions of the United 
States Supreme Court, I was 
arrested and am -nowrheld, de- 
oe my constitutional right to 
bail. 


Because’ of Supreme Court 
rulings and the McCarran Law, 
legal defense has been circum- 
scribed and my freedom on bail 
must now rely upon public ap- 
peal to the Attorney General. 

Since this is the case, I am 
heartened by every expression 
of support and understanding 
and I take this opportunity to 
thank all who have addressed 
the Attorney General in behalf. 

After many months on Ellis 
Island and witnessing the in- 
human suffering of people, I 
have become convinced more 
than ever that the primary con- 
cern should not be my unjust_ 
imprisonment but the cause and 
purpose of my imprisonment. 

Appreciative as I am of the 
many who: seek my freedom for 
deep humanitarian reasons, I 
have’ special acclaim for those 
who see the deeper meaning of 
my imprisonment to themselves 
as citizens and the ominous im- 
plications therein to the funda- 
mental precepts of American 
democracy. 

But while this letter is a let- 
ter of appreciation to the hun- 
dreds of persons who have al- 
ready demanded my release, I 
would like also to tell of a few 
disheartening and embarrassing 
experiences I have had while 
confined in the first concentra- 
tion camp in these United 
States.

The Arnall resignation lay on 
Truman’s desk until today, when

Woods has conducted the rent
